by giving him a Set of excellent Precepts, and in the 
Itrongeft manner tying him down to aitri£l and uniforni 
Obfervance of them : I charge thee^ fays he, before 
God^ and the Lard Jeft^ Cbrifl^ andibe ek^ Arigeh^ 

A 2 that 
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fbat thou ohferve thefe things, without preferrit^on^ 
l>efore M&thcr. And in the Secon4J&?ilUe^ he delivers 
hij Inftruftions with 4 comnfianding Brevity^ and rcr 
peats \i\iCharie to him again, bdore God, una the Lord 
Jefm Chrili, who Jhall judge the quick (md the dead, 
fit kfs appearing, and his JQngdom, 

t'hefe iblemn Charges, before God, before Chriji, be^ 
fore the We3 Angfh^ to be anflVered for hereafter in the 
Iblemn and awful Day of Judgment, at the appearing 
of Chrift and his Kingdom, muft imply Ibmething ve- 
ry great and excellent, in thefe ^piffles, fomething 
very ulcful in the PraQicc, an^ very faulty in the O- 
iniffion of i^. 

And as thefe Writings were of general Benefit ia 
tliefirft plantmg of the Chqfch, when the So*<rers 
iMtn feJrtii foAriflg the good Seed ^f thp Woid, ib we 
may conclude, that the Benefit of them flill continues, 
and that they are addreffed to all the future Mini- 
gers of the Gofpel, under the ?er(bn and Charafter of 
ahnbthy. for whoever \tas written tot his Advice, was 
Rk^*^le bitten fcr out Wtru£Kon. And we may beal^ 
ibffeci that St. Pata fWl freaks to us in thele Epiftles, 
*id ftrOngly prdles the Charge upon us, and tells us 
]^Mniy iiQ^ t6e jhaudL behave^ and what ^e JhouM 

Ipherefbre thefe Epiftfe to Timothy cannot be too of- 
tfcrt i^ad by us More onr Admiffion into the Holy Offiw 
pf l^riefthood 5 nor too often, after we are engage4 
5n the Labours of it. And if we read with due Conr 
^deration, once at Icaft in every Month, the Forms for 
0Mering of Friep and Deacons, which arc appointed id 
curlioly ittuiigy, ahd whicli we have affented uiito,and 
in Whidb are prefcrlbed the great Duties which we 
folemnly and deliberately take upon us at the timepf 
Ordination, in the Prelence of the Great Congrega? 
tibn in the Prelence of the Eleft Angds, in the Pre* 
fence of Chri^, and in the PrefencQ of God ^ it will 
^* "^'^ ■' '' "* ' " ^ ' certainly 
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certainly be of pat Advantage to us, mfiirrintiip tbs 
Gift rf^ God which iiin «r, by the putting on (f Hands : 
ic will conftMitly tell us our Vows and our Promiles, 
and be a fort of renewing them again. Jt will ftiengtheo 
all our folenm Engagements, and become a kind of 
racit Reproof for any breach or omiffioo of thenn 
And if to the reading of thefe Forms we join the Ex- 
hortations given to Timothy^ we (hall iM^cfently ap- 
propriate every p2H:t of St. VauTs Advice to our own 
Labours 5 and we too, as well as Timothy^ (hall leant 
from thence to take heed unto our fehes^ and unto 
ourdoSrine \ and to continue in them : that by doing 
thk^ we may fave our felves^ and them that hear 
PS. In difcourfing on which Words 1 (hall (hew, 

I. That we ought to take heed unto our felves. 

II. That we ought to take beed unto our Do£lrine. 

UL That we ought to continue in them. 

JV, and laflly, I (hall let forth the great Advaih 
tage of it V which is, that by doing this, we 
(hall lave our felves, and them that hear us. 

I I (hall (hew that we ought to take heed untp 

our felves. 

Authority lodg'd in the Hands of the Bi(hops, Ec* 

clefiaftical Laws, Civil Punifhments, the Prejudice done 
fo our own Fortunes, the certain Shame of Sins com* 
mitfsd, and the Natural Abhorence of that which 
is Evil, ieem to be a fufficient Guard and Cautl*^ 
on ro i», againft committing any great and enormous 
Crime. The Dangers which attend fuch a Sin, con- 
ftantly keep our Fears awake, and in (bme mannor 
^l>ligc lis to be always attentive to ouy (elves. 

There- 
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Therefore, I fliall only confider St. Paul, as giving 
us Advice to take heed unto our felves in thofe 
things which carry a lels appearance of Evil, and 
feem in themfelvcs lefs hurttul, and lead us iij^eo- 
fibly into Error: Towards which, the firft ftcp is 
fcarcely perceived, the firft tranfirion is feldom ob- 
ferved. For Sin itfelf is very deceitful 5 it often takes 
the Golour and Tinflure of (bme neighbouring Virtue, 
and leads us away by an inlenfible Change. There- 
fore it behoves us to take heed unto our felves, 
and guard Jigafnft any Approaches unto Sin. For 
which Realbn St. Faul recommends a general Pru- 
dence, an univerfal Caution, and names no particu- 
lar Vice, that W€ may be guarded againft every Sin, 
and carry his Admonition into every part of Life, 
every AtVion and Circumftance of it : For there is 
no time, no Place, wherein we ought not to take 
heed unto our felves. The generality of our- Faults, 
are rather owing to a want of Heed and Attention 
to ourfelves, than to any Vicious Princijyle in our 
Nature-, and we are often rather Imprudent than 
Wicked 5 and ibmetimes our Tranlgreflions proceed, 
not fo much from bad Thoughts, as from having 
none at all. 

But St. Pj/i^A Caution will not fufFer us to be 
unmindful of our felves, it conltantly attends our 
Path, and our Table, oi^r going our, and our com- 
ing in \ it reaches our Thoughts, it forms our Words, 
it governs our Paflibns, it moderates oui* Appetites, 
it fafliions our Behaviour, and guides and direas 
all our Aftions ; and when it is duly attended to 
by us, it is more beneficial than the Rules of the 
Law, or the Commands of any Paftor, or Maglftrite : 
For it is this only that can fhew us the hidderi 
SriatQ that is laid for us-, this only, that can keep 
us from the Ptealure that would deftroy us ; this 
only, that can make us truly Circumfpeft and Wife: 

F(Mr, 
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For, wifim iwelietb miib ?rudifice\ and Fiu deoce coa* 
fifieth in much Heed^^ and therefore. D^/i walked 
iiirely, and walked wifely, becaufe he Jaid^ and cer- 
tainly refolved, that he would take becd unto his 
ways. 

But it is not enough to avoid the firfi approaches 
to Sin, we (hould likewife endeavour to avoid the 
leaft appearance of Folly. There, are Indifaetions 
which are not firiSly aiminal, but yet are highly 
blanieablei they are Ibmetimes pardonable in a 
good Man, but never confiftent with the Chara^r 
of a wife one. Whereas they that are the Mini- 
fiers of the Gofpel, fhould fo far take heed to their 
Ways, as to keep themfelves fiee from the Faults 
of Imprudencs •, for they are under the Eye of the 
niceft (H)ferver^ who rqoyce if the foot doth butJJiP^ 
and are ready to fiy, tial ha\fa toou^d we have it. 
Therefore fince their FrofelEon befoeaks a greater 
heed, and requires from them uihatjoever things are 
lovely^ and tohatfoever thirds are of good report j they 
(hould not only (hew themfelves as Innocent as Etoves $ 
but, by a difereet Behaviour, endeavour likewife that 
they may be thought as Wife as Serpents. 

But we cannot be properly laid to take this Heed 
unto our felves, unlefi we avoid every Temptation 
whick/tnay lead us imp Sin. We fearcely know 
our own Strength, and arc often betrayed by too 
touch Confidence^ therefore true Heed rather declines 
the Danger, than ftays for the oppofing of it 5 and 
would rather not hazard itfelf, than venture the 
Uncertainty of Overcoming. For which reafon, he 
that will certainly avoid Iitfemperance, will not fo 
mvLcb zs look upon the wine when it is red, and 
giveth his colour in the cup. And he that will no^ 
offend witJf his tongue^ voillkeep his mouth as it were 
mtba bridle, whilfi the ungodly are before him. Thii 
Waring rinduced Job to make^ a covcfiant with &jr 

eyes^ 
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^es \ and nqcler this Prevmtton, mt may tkkik Witti 
Solomon^ that It is better to i& t0 the houfe of mown^ 
ini^ than the houfe ef feaftitiig. 

Such a diligent He^ to our £lves, is reiy tie- 
ceflary upon all Occaiions, that we maf be guarded 
againft every Danger which may attack us. To de- 
feat the private Pefigns of out Enemy^ requires the 
utmoft COTtioa in us: We fhould always guard a- 
gainft his Malice, and (bmetinries guard againft his 
Kindne's: For thofe that feem omx familiar f^iends^ 
may do us a Dijhonour^ if we io not ibmetimes 
hide ourf elves from them. Bcfides, in the ftame of 
Ibme Minds there is a natural Qraftinels and Guile; 
which delights itfdf with malicious DeCgns, and 
private Mifchiefs. Dan is dferpent fy the »/ry, an 
adder in the path^ that biteth the horfe heels] fo 
that his rider v^illfaR backward. Therefore we fiiou'd 
ftudy the Inclinations, the Deflgns, the Interd^ of 
Men, and not \^ unwarily led away with outward 
Appearances, which will ibmetimes deceive the 
^uickeft and moft judicious Oblerver: For although 
in water face anfwereth to face^ yet the heart 
man doth not always anfwer to man. 

And it is not ftrange that Men are thos deoeit-> 
ful to us, when we are often deceitful to our very 
felves, and become weak in the confidence dT our 
Itrength. Veter believed, apd ftrongly afllrmed, thac 
he cou^dgo with his Lord imo Frifon^ and to Death ^ 
and yet he deni^ him, before the Coefc crew thrice. 
This Irjftance is fufficijent to convince us of our owo 
Weaknefi^ thertfore we fl^ouM always Band upoit 
our gjiard, and grow watchful, from a modeft miftruft 
or out owrji Abilities : For although we have onpe . 
conquered i^ Temptation, yet it is not cettaiij thi« 
♦ve Ihall >lw^s conquer it again. The |)iJi)ofirioif 
of the Hearty and the Temper of the Wf, fe >«Sf 
cfengpaWe, aftid therefore never to be relied m^ 
^ - ' ' ' tot 
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tot thofe Pkafares which lately AHrcited all thi 
denies in vain, perhaps may find us more unguarded 
at another time, and prevail upon us, by addrefling 
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If W9 coM'd OM take care of our ielves, whitt «re 
|n (bene manner depmied ifom our ielves. The Ir- 
regi^ity of Die^ Yiias tfaoBght fb little confiftent 
Wi^ the Heed unfeo our lelves, that the very being 
^t of Habit, has faeen lodk'd on as zfom of l^mp** 
^tion to dSt likew^fe otit of CfaaraSer : liecaufe the 
Refliaiift arifeg frrai the certain Difiin£lionof the Ha- 
Vit is then removed, and the faulty fttfon is under 
fbme&rt of Di%uift and Concealment Therefore the 
f unifliment appointed by the Confikutiims is fuch, 
^t the very being in a Readinels to Urani^e^ is 
fedconod it fdf a Tranlgreffion. 

If it fiiOtt'd he thought, that fbe want of taking 
Heed to (m ftlves is oxAy a iSf///^ Fault : ) aniwef, tlat 
there is no fuch thinas a Unle Fault Every IniA^ 
Vertmcy lefiens om Mfatiem, every Indifetetion leflens 
cur Authority ^ ysktn we ccni^d rather mft that the 
Mm if Gei mrt ferfsR. Without this Heed ta 
oi»r Imves,. our Pnaddng virill become lels elfe^ual, 
wd our <30odne6 it leif fefi arevailiR^ Without tfait 
Heed to Our ielves, our very Virtues will decdve us^ 
cur HumUity will be tiafihuped with a ficret Pride, 
9id Piety it fdf wiU giow oenibrknis. Without this 
Heed to onf fiilves, our very Leamii^ wiU become ia- 
difcreet, and the fiudy of WifSom vfill be nothing 
hut FoUy. Wi^hcmt this Heed to our felves, an A£Mve 
Life l^lbe nothing tnare^han a liicugbile& Hurry, 
andthefineoreft MehmHbe^ dango^ft^ anfaeedlefs 
Honefty. Without this Heed toourfelves, our veqr. 
Mitth will be a Snare, and our Tables will bean occa- 
fion of Sin. This th^efore is tljat Knife ^ which So- 
kmmVxis thee purto$hy tb^0t^ if th&^ be a Mm 
given to J^petite. 

But when I urge thisupon you, I wotfd not be un- 
dferllodd, asifMencou'd be Wife in every Place 5 it 
father concerns them not to appear Fooli(h in any: 
that is (ke foft St«f towards Wiidom ) [and we may 
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lAferve that tha'e is a Prudence arifing frdm tbe 
Knowledge of everj Man's Cbarafiker and Station ; aiid 
we cannot but think, that every Man is capable of aS- 
ing conformablf to it ^ Which is indeed taking Heed 
tohimielf. 

But when I recommend this Heed to our {elves^ I wou'd 
not be thought to encourage a low timorous Mittruft, 
which is very unbecomit^ a goid or a great Spirit : 
nor wou'd I advifb the loWmj nn&ciable Life of an 
Eremite ^ as if wecou'd only take heed of Men, by with- 
drawing from them : Which is ini{)ra£Kcable in Ibme 
Stations of Life, and leems altogether needUB in 
any : For, by a feaet Obfervaoce of Men, we 
may be aware of the infidions Scribe or the trea- 
cherous Pharitee, even whilft we live in the inidft of 
Jerufalem Be/ides, when I recommend a decent Re- 
ierve in Mirth and Laughter ; I wou\i not be unde^fiood^ 
as if I enjoined a Morofenefi of Temper \ nor wou'd I 
ieem to think that this Heed to our ielves confided in 
certain Religious Auftetities beyond the Power of Hu- 
man Nature \ which fiem indeed good to Ibme, but are 
ieldom practicable by any. Nor wou'd I forUd the 
innocent Diverfions of Life, provided they are always 
agreeable to CharaQer, and not enjoyed unlealonafoly, 
nor indeed to any Excels. For there is a ferious ^oxt 
of Mirth, which flows from an innocent Heart, and is 
always under the Rules of Difcretion. There is a 
Cheerfulneft free frbm any Wantonncis of Mind 5 There 
is fbmerimes a Relaxation of Cares, which^is fiich 
as a Wile Man wou'd enjoy, and liich as a Holy one 
cannot condemn. 

Therefore let us take Heed to our Perfbnal Beha« 
vlour, our WoMs, and our A611ons ; let us avoid the 
^rft ApiiMoachei to Sin, and the leafi Temptation ta 
it ^ and let us keep in vievv ^ery thing that will give 
us any kind Notice and Warnuig a^infi it. Let us 
l(now the Deceits of other Men, andlikewile theDe- 

6 2 ceitfulneis 
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ceitfulnefs of out own Hearts. And let us take this 
Heed with us into every Aftion of our Lives ^ and 
let us always confider Times and Places, Perfbns and 
Things : And whilll we fiudy to remember other 
Mens Thoughts and Aftions, let us not fcem to for- 
get our felves v but always bear in our Minds the re- 
membraQce of our own CharaSer and Station, and 
guide our felves with a fuitaUe Difcretion ; for then 
we (hall truly take Heed unto our felves, and become 
9n l^ample of the Believers in Word, in Conver- 
fation^ in Charity^ in Spirit^ in Furity^ and in 
faith. 

Which leads me to cdnfider, in the Second Place, 
vrhy we ought to take Heed unto our DoSrine, 

Our Life and Dodiine generally explain one ano- 
ther ^ the Connexion is dole, the Influence is reci- 
procal; and therefore he that takes heed unto him- 
felf, will think himfelf obliged to take heed unto 
his DoSrine. However, the Qution is of general 
Ufe 5 and we may obferve, that the great Truths 
of the Gofpel-E)o£lrine were never more openly 
attacked V never more infolently derided, than at this 
Timet Therefore it becomes us to ftudy thole Points 
Vvith great Application, and preach them with great 
l^oldn^s in the Lord. 

St. ?aul often exhorts Timothy toifpeak thofe things 
}»hich were agreeable to found doQriney according to 
the glorious Gofpel of the bleffed God. And in ano- 
ther place he fpeaks of the gieat Myfteries of God- 
linefs, that God was taanifefi in the flejl), jujiified in 
fhe fpirit^ feen of angels^ and preached unto the Gen- 
files s and then he exhorts him to put the Brethren 
in remembrance of thefe things \ for by doing thh^ he 
^oudbeagooi.Minijler of Jefus Chrift^ twurijhedup 
in the Words of faith (md of ^oedDoSrine^ whereunto 

mhdmmei^ 
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Thtf efote we (hou'd never conceal the great Truths of 
the Gofpel, but give them their due Weight and Au- 
thority- For when we conform our DoSrhie to any An- 
gular Tafte, or any prevailing Error of the Age 5 or 
wfirp the Truth to the particular ? Judgment ot a pri- 
vate. Friend, or apublick Minifier; then we depart 
from the CharaSer of faithful Difpenfers of the Wori^ 
and fink in the efteem of goodJMien, and become bale 
and almoft contemptible h^or^ the Veople. 

It was St. ?aur% Glory, thit he preach'd Chrift, and 
Him crucified 5 and we (hou'd preach the fame Doflrinc 
vfkh the fame uncorruptnefs andfoundnefs of Speech 5 
not with inticifig tcords of Matfs mijdom, put in 
demonfiratiGn of the Spirit and of Power. For which 
realbn, we fhou'd confine our felves to the Saiprure- 
Language, whenever we fpeak of the Mylteries of the 
Gofpel Nothing has raifed moreDifputes, than varying 
from the Words of Scripture, and darkening the God- 
head in lowne/s of Speech. Chrift certainly fpake of him- 
felf in the propereft Words : And if we can never pray 
f^ipre agreeably to God, than whpn we pray in the Words 
of Chrift ; certainly we can never fpeak morefignificant- 
ly to the Underftandings of Men, than when we fet forth 
the Divinity of Chrift in the very Words of Chrift him- 
felf For as there was no guile in his Mouth, fb there was 
no Fallacy in his Words; they were always Eaily, they 
were al way sFlain, they were always Weighty. And there- 
fore on every occafion. hejpake ds one haoing Authority : 
Andwhen hereafpned with the two Difciples on the 
way to Etmaus^ he made their hearts burn within them. 

It is neceflary indeed that we fliou'd be skilled in all 
the difficult Points in Controverfy : but it is not ne- 
ceflary that we fhoud frequently preach Controverfial 
Divinity, nor utter the Terms of Fhilofbphers and 
Schoolmen 5 becaufe it is a Language not IntelUgiblc 
by the Common People, and fbmetimes not well un- 
der ftood by the Pr^ffaer him&lf. And the fame rea- 
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fon wfiich fiwbids Praymg in ati Unknown Tongue, 
ibrbids Preacfaiiig too in the lika Befides, ilrhen we 
deliver our Difcourfe in oblcure Terms and aU^ra^- 
^ Thoughts, the comtnon Hearer 'n not any waysedi« 
tied by it ^ for it fbmis no Id^'s dn tte Mind, it. leaves 
no Traces on the Memo^ 5 but dies away in the very 
Sourid, and the Remeriibrincd of it pferHIies with it. 
And we may obferve, that all Comrova:ly implies fbme 
degree of Truth, fome appearance of Prorability on 
the oppofite Side 5 which creates Ddubts in a fcrupu- 
Idus Mind, and railes Millroils and Jealouiies of the 
TtiKh, and does ncft alvi^ys quiet them again, b h 
Rlrriftg up a Lien 5 and tohojhail /ay him in chains, and 
brinfi him again into firong holds ? 

We cdnnot bat oblerve,* that St. faul realbns on the 
•Refarreftion of bur Bodies, in femiliar Inftancesad- 
dreflcd to the Senfes s and (hews the different Condr- 
cion of them in a future State, homthe different Glo^ 
ry of the Sun^ and of the moon, and of the Stars 5 
^nd confirms our Hopes of a glorious Reliirreftion, 
iroiti a Grain of Wheat, vrhtch is fown in the Earthy 
and corrfapted there, and ri(es again i^ a beautiful 
Phrtt. And wc may like#ift take notice, that St. Faul 
dfles Ibrhdtlmes wifely obvkte the ObjeSions of his 
Advcrfiries, without making any diftinft mention 
1^ thdm, and that he artfolly ettdeaVi^rt t6 lead 
Hs frdm Error, by propKjftlg notliihg but the Truth It 
^If. This is futficient to convince us, thaf we fliou'il 
take Hood not only to the Doarirte it felf, but like- 
wife to the ve^ Manner of deHvering it^ left we 
(hou'd linearity raife a Doubt, by an irti|M:udent Way 
of confirming the Truth. 

As we fheu'd take Heed to the Manner of propo- 
fing our DbSrinb s ^ we ihou'd be cautious that we 
40 not a^oid one Erro*, by falling inadvensently into 
another. Therefore we (hou'd fo diftinguifh the Tri- 
nity, ai not to divide the Unity; We fhttti'd fi) re- 
- verence 
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terence the Godhead of Chi ift, as not to delfroy tht 
Manhood. And we (hou'd take care not ib to advance 
the Principles of Natural Religion, as to render Reve- 
lation lefs needful •, nor (hou'd vve fo far exalt Rea- 
ibn, as to debafe Faith : but divide the Word with 
great Caution, and afiign e^ch its proper Bounds, with- 
out reffjoving the Neighbour's Land-n^arjc. 

Since therefore there is fuch gre^t pfRc\j{liy in ipa- 
jpaging of Contrpverfy, and frequpntly little ocne^t trpjn 
it to the comippp Ik^i^ i let us rathef pr?a^:h fr?0ir 
cal Difcour^% and ayxud Di&utafipos, 4«i Strife of 
Wor4s. yhi^ wjU ^^ us Virt|ie it felf in ^U the 
Beautfes ^^ Eyc^Jen^ie^ of it. This is an Elpquqice that 
is %n ai|d felt, p4 ^\ carries it felf into ev^ry pari 
of Ufe, and gives a Qopdnels iuitahle to every 
Station of it : It o»)(fs the Father kind, dn4 the Son 
ob^ient ^ if inakes the ^efvant faithful^ ^ the ^9? 
fier tender. It jgives 9 (pptro^flion ^0 tlie l^ear(s pf \^ 
Rich, and adminijteis cepofpit to the ^^^nd the In-^ 
digpnt^ It is this that na^^isjs us gP04^*^?^4?ii »^* 
Neighhoi?Tf, good |4en^ 3^4 gpod Oinftianp.

It fets forth to us 
fb^Blcfledfl^fs of yhcMeek^theBlefledoelspf thcpu»^ 
in Heart, fbeBIefledflels pf theMwifiil, ^d ^he Blef^ 
ftdnefs of the Feace-niaker. \\ e^icourgges Loye^ an^ 
forbids tlje Ifetred of oilr ye^y Enemas. \t te^che? 
us how to Pray, and in what manner to give pur Alius 5 
how «o 4o Good,, ?nd fpipetimes hpw f© fpfler fpi 
it. It f<vbids a Cafef^ibiefs for WorWly Things 
an4 reproves u^ in the Nourifhment of the young Ra- 
vens. I^ efi4^vou^s to aholift all Delight jn earthly 
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f otnp, and tells us, that Soldmm in all his Glory was 
not arrayed like a Lily of the Field. 

Thefe are the chief Doftrines of Chriffs Sermon on 
the Mount, and (hou'd be always the Pattern of otn:$* 
We fhou'd recommend to our Hearers Meekneft and Pa- 
tience, Diligence and Honefty,Temperance and Sobriety, 
Modefty and Godlineft, a love of their Duty, a love of 
Juftice, a love of Truth, a love of their King, a love of 
their Country, and a general love for all Mankind. This 
will make them Doers of the Word, as well as Hearers. 
It was this Application of Precept^ to Life, which feem- 
cd to be the chief Intent of D^/^s Difcburfes ; who 
always ftudied, that the Tefiimonles of the Lord might 
not only be his Delight, but \x\s Counfelhrs too. This 
is the Defign of &/m^» s Inftruaions to us in his Tro- 
verbs, where he carries all his Precepts into Life, and 
l|)eaks to us in the voice of Wifdom, and Fike a good 
Treacher ftiU teacheth the Veople Knovoledge. And 
St. IPauTs twoEpiftles toTmothy are ftrowcd with fuch 
Rules and Doarines, as (hou'd be inculcated by every 
Preacher, for he feemsto have writ th^m for reproof 
for correQioriy for inftru9ion inrtihteoufnefs. 

And we mar obftrve, that in other Places he pro- 
poles to us the tender Manner in which we (hou'd 
injlruS^ and in which, we (houy reprove. Rebuke not 
m Elder ^ lays he, but entreat him oi a father •, and 
ibmetimes he declares that the Sei^vcmt of the Lord 
mufl begentje unto all Men, in patience and meeknefs 
inftruSing thofe that oppofe them/elves From whence 
we (hou'd learn not to (harpen our Dilcourles with 
perlbnal Reflexions, nor mingle out private Paffions 
with the Go(pel •, but always (hew forth the Heinouf 
ne(s of the Sin, without leeming to know the Sinner. 
This is fpeaking to the Hearts of all the like Offenders, 
and correfting the Sinner without upbraiding him. 
St. Vdul therefore feldom carries the Reflexion fur- 
ther. 
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^her, than, Thou art htexcufable, Mm, n^bcntr thUM 
art^ that doeji the fame thing* 

And if the Elders (houd be treated with To inuch 
Reverence, we (hou'd certainly never put forth our 
ielves in undecent RefleQions on thofe that are Princes 
and Rulers ot the People. Open Railings^ harfh Cen- 
lures, evil Surmifes, and unjuft Infinnations of Faults 
iii others, do not become us in any Place, and much left 
in the Houfe of God, and when they are levelled a- 
gainft our Rulers, and fuch as are in Authority ovfet 
us. For, thefe foils of Reproofs and CorreQions arci 
only intended to Ileal away the Heart of the faith- 
ful Subjea, and inflame the Minds of the Weak and 
the Ignorant 5 for which. Realbn fiich Infinuations ate 
highly Criminal ^ and thofe cunning Peribns that uttet 
them, are fomething like Sampfon^s foxes^ which car- 
ried their Firebrands into the neighbouring Fields, and 
were as Torches in the midft of the Sheaves. For the 
chiefeft Purpofe of thefe Preachers, is rather to inflame 
th^n injirutl the Hearers 5 and as they are Criminal un- 
der theChriftian Difpenfation, which forbids ustofpeak 
evil of 'Dignities ^^ fb in the Jevo\fh State, they wou'd, 
in lome fenfe, have been thought guilty of a Breach of 
that Law of Mofes^ vihkh forbids any one tohindkd 
fire on the Sabbdth-dajf. 

How far different from this is the Do£lrine of St. Pdul^ 
who fuppofes a loyal Heart and a dutiful Affefti- 
onin tvay Subjeft-, and therefore ^;rfe^r/j' Timothy; 
that fir ft of all^ fupplications^ prayers^ inter cejfions^^ ani 
giving (f thanks, be made for all Menjor Kings^ and for 
all that are in authority \ that we may lead a quiet 
Mdfeaceable Itje in allgodlinefs and boneJJy. 

From whence we may learn, that he does notledd 
us into Difputes concerning the Power of Kings, and 
the various Forms and Methods of Government 5 bu< 
only bids us pray for Kings^ and thofe that ate In Au^ 

C thotif>f 
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thority under them 5 concluding with himfelf, that 
Prayer is an immediate Addreis to God, which muft 
be therefore fincere and unfeigned •, and when it is 
made for a King or a frince, the Intention of it muft 
certainly imply a loyal Difpofition of Heart and a wil- 
ling Obedience antecedent to it 5 and St. faul himfclf 
leems to aflure us that the EffeSs of it will be ^iet- 
nefs and Yeace^ and Godlmefs and Uonefty. 

Thefe are the great Bcnetits of Praflical Difeourfes; 
Therefore I (hall proceed, in the Third ^ace, to fhew. 
That we ought to continue in taking Heed unto out 
felves, . and in taking Heed unto our Do3r ine. 

Nothing but the continuance in Well-doing, can tnake 
it the aft of a fieady, rational, well- weighed Mind. 
Chance may produce a good ASion, or Fear may re^ 
ftrain us from doing an evil one. Private Views, or the 
defireof Pleafing for a certain time, may force us into 
a temporary Goodmfi 5 but whatever flows from it will 
be rather efieemed a virtuous A£f ~ than Virtue it felf j 
for it certainly wants the continuance of it to make it 
truly good and laudable. Therefore the Teftimny of 
^od Men is required of us, before our Admiffion into 
Holy Orders: And the tmefpecified denotes not only 
a virtuous Life and a fober Deportment at that Junfture, 
hut fome Tears continuance pf it ^ lb that it may ra^^ 
ther appear to the Wc»ld as a fettled habit and con- 
tinuance in Virtue, than any forced reftraim on out 
Morals •, and may rather be thought a natural Difpofi- 
tion, than any artful Dilguife of our fclves. And when 
we are ordained to the Holy FunQion, the OWigatipn 
to a further continuance in Vinue fltll grows more 
ftrong and forcible upon us : And akho* we do not 
daily require the Teftimony of Men, yet we fhou'd 
fWl continue in the PraSice of Virtue, as if we 
daily wanted their Teftimony. For all Mens private 
Thoughts bear their iiwvard Teftimony to our AfiHons; 
»d altho' they do not openly declare their Judgement 
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of us, yet ki the fecret tribunal of their own Hearts 
they are always ready to excufeor condemn us. 
. It we fwerve from our Virtue, and as it wercde- 
part from our lelv^s by departing from our former 
Goodnelsj it fhews either a want of Judgment in 
taking up our 6rfi Opinions, or a want of Reiblution 
in not maintaining them. It betrays an Unfteadirteft un- 
becoming a Teacher in that Church which was found- 
ed on a Rock. It is a tacit Condemnation of our fcives, 
a Confefflon of Error, or aColdnefsof Love towards 
our Saviolir. Aniitn better that we bad never known 
the to ay of rigbteoufnefs, than after we hdve known it^ 
to turn from the holy Commandment delivered to tifs^ 
and praftis'd by us. for thk is hjingthofe thitjgs which 
toe have already torought^ and fubjeQ:ing out felves to 
the Scorn of Men, and to all the Anxieties of a doubtful 
Mind. We may further obferve, that God is unchange- 
able, and cannot be pleafed with any evil Change in 
his rational Creatures. An unitbrm Goodnefs bears 
fbme refemblance to the Divine, which is a conftancy in 
(hewing Mercy, and one perpetual Aft oi Goodneft. 
And if we endeavour to continue in Well-doing, we 
(hall perfe£l our felves, and rile by degrees from 
Strength to Strength, and daily add Virtue to Virtue* 
Therefore we (hou'd be regular and conftant in thd 
Praftice of it, and it (hou'd be uniform in all its Parts 5 
for any one Deficiency, any one faulty Circumftance. de* 
ftroys the Value of a good Aftion, and takes oft' the 
fwcet favour of it. It is as a poor little Fly,which cor- 
rupts and deftroys .a whole Box of precious Ointment. 
We cannot but take notice, how all other Beings iit 
the World proceed in a regular and uniform Courle^ the 
Sun fceepeth his appointed Sealbns, and oblerveth the 
time of his gomg down. The Rivers flow on in their 
wonted Channels,and every thing that aOs naturally ,a6i$ 
miibrmly. MotioA will endeavoot to continue it lelf: 
C 2 wha»* 
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whatever is at Reft, will endeavout to continue in s 
(late oC Reft. And fliall Man alone be various in 
his Ways ? Shall his Goodnefs be nothing more than a 
piorning cloud, er the early rfw, that goeth away ? or 
fliall he that was formerly virtuous, ceafe at any time 
from virtuous Anions, when the very PraSice of them 
will ftill render them more pra£licable ? This is an Ir- 
regularity very unbecoming a Rational Creature, which 
loyes an Uniformity in all other Beings, and is always 
pleafcd with the Beauty of it. Therefoi'e let us not 
vary from our lelves, but continue in the Prattice of 
Virtue, and in found Faith, grounded and well fettled, 
that we may not at any time he moved away from the hope 
pf the Go If el 

It maybefaid indeed, that Man is fb far difierent 
from himfelf, that in the progrels of Years, ever/ diife- 
fent part of Life brings a new Charafter mth. ir, znd. 
raifes up a Set of new Paftions, and produces new 
Inclinations and Tenipers. But altho' we are in a 
changeable Rate, yet Fun3ions and Offices are fome* 
thing permanent •, they are CharaQers which are af- 
fix'd to Lite, and continue with it. And therefore as 
the Duties of the Function remain the fame, io the 
Performance of them fhou'd continue the fame. This 
Is a perpetual demand on our Office, which always re- 
quires a uniform Pra£tice fuitable to it. Therefore as 
our Office and its Duties, when joined together, are 
very ple^fant and lovely in our Lives •, fo we fhou'd 
l^akecare that they fliou'd never h^ divided to the end 
pf them i that even then our Works may follow us. 

And if we fhou'd continue in Virtue and Goodnefs^ 
\»t fhou'd certainly continue in good DoQrine. If we 
lefted only in the Traditions of Men, we might be de-r 
ceived in the Delivery of them, and fometimes per- 
|jap5 vary from our felves, and fwerve from our Doc- 
trine. Butfince the Scriptures are delivered down to us 
|0 V^i^ting } the Words eafy^ ^d the Doflrines Hx'd; 

«9 
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wo omnot without our own &ult depart from (hemi 
Ignorance of the Letter cannot be pleaded, where fo 
many ways to Knowledge are open, fo many Aflift- 
ances ever at hand : Nor can we poffibly cxcufe our 
felves under a want of Hefolution, when every one 
(hou'd htfirong in the faith. Belides, the giving up of 
any one Gofpd-Truth, certainly undermines the Founda- 
tion of the whole ^ and every different Seft ot Men may 
claim the like Conceffion from us. Therefore St. ?aul, 
in his Epiftle to Timothy, fets forth with plainnejs of 
Speech, what the found Doarine is^ and then tells himf 
with great Authority, Ihefe things cmmand and teach. 

If Preachers might fwerve from the Doftrines of 
the Gofpel, the Golpel it felf wou'd loon have dwindled 
into Interpretation, and Men wou'd no longer have 
preach'd C&r//?, but them/elves. Our Saviour Chrift 
was fo fenfible of the neccfliry of adhering to ihofe 
Do£lrines which he taught, that he made it the Mark 
of thetrueDifciples^ and therefore laid to fome of his 
Followers, If ye continue in nty ^ori^ then are ye my 
Difciples indeed. Therefore let us not depart from the 
Do£lrines of Chrift, but hold fafi the frojeffion of our 
Faith without wavering. And let tis beware^ lefi being 
led away by the error cf the wicked^ we fall from our 
own fledfafinefs. lor we are only made Partakers of 
Chrift^ f we hold the beginning of our confidence unto 
the end. ThisStedfaftncls, this Continuance in Pra£lice 
and DoQrine, is the Mark of aconftant Love oi Chrift, 
and will be rewarded with nothing lefi than eternal 
Salvation : Therefore, in St. Matthew we are well 
aflured from the gracious Lips of our Blefled Saviour^ 
that the love of manvfball wax cold ; but he that fhak 
endure unto the ena^ the fame fhall be faved. 

Which leads me, in the Laft place, to confider the 
"^ward of Continuing in them 5 which is, that by doing 
jhis, we fhall fave ot^rjelves^ and them that hear us. 

There 
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There is nothiftg which excites Induflry To much 
tl the Greatnefs of the Revfard, and the Ceruintf 
df it ^ and no Reward can te rtore certain, nor more 
great^ than that propofed to us in the Text. It 
is laying our felves, it is ftving others 5 which is 
anfwering the great GtiodnSfe Of God^ the great End 
pfopof^d in the Gofpel, brid the great Labours under- 
taken hf Chtift 5 it is miking our ftlves Fellow-la- 
bourers with Chf ifl: in the gloridus Salvation of Man- 
kind. This gives trs ibme Share irt that great and de- . 
lightful Wotk. Chrift g^ve us the New Covenant 6f 
Grace^ and the Lips of his P^iefts difperfe the wfaol- 
Ibme Knowledge of it* Chrift died for us, and hisMi- 
hifters (hew forth the Mttifs of his precious Blood^ 
Ihedding. Chrift faveth us^bjr interceding for us at the 
Thi'ofie of Grace 5 and the Preachers cftmribute their 
Part, by pufifyihg the Minds of the People from wick- 
ed Defircs^and by teaching them hoW tb pray to ChriR 
With an upright Hearty and ih fuch a iranner as they 
may be heard. Chrift gave as the Seal of his Cove- 
nant in the Holy Bapcifln, snd (denied td give his 
very Self in the BJelfed Sacrament j arid thefe are ad- 
ffliriiftred by the Hands of the Prieft •, and wheh received 
with fit and propet Difpofitions of Mind, they arc 
Joy, aftd Life, and Immortality. This is favittg theM thai 
hear us s sind the doing of it, \i the greateft Honour to 
out own felves \ for we are lievdr more glorious^ nb- 
tef mof e ufefiil, than when wd are made the Ihftru- 
mentsofQod for working out the Salvation of others* 

And as laving others, is the greateft Honour to out 
felves, fo it is likewife cortferring the greateft Happi- 
nels on thofe that are faved. It is conduStin^ them to 
an inherit ante inmfrumhk^ uniefiled^ and fuch an never 
fadeth away ; it is belt(m/ing on them etiriial glory^ 
everlafting Fife, immortal pleafure^ t^nd joy and peace and 
bve wifpeaMfle^ It is deUvefing thofe thai were ap- 
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pinte^ to math, $ndjfffing ihm in heavenly ^(K€u 
making tbemhtirsofOpd, andjmt^hem mith tMft^ 
Yih\ch is the £reaf Salvation, and t}ye fuln^fi ^ the 
buffing of the Go/pel of Cbrifl. 

As this is a great Happincfi to ottew, ib, in a great 
meaftre. it comniunicat^ it ftif tp ik(^ who 9te 
the Authofs qi it : Far te^ a good Mind it is bo faall 
degree of Happinefs to lee others in 8 happy flare 5 
and much more fo, to behold thofe Perfbns whom 
we our felves have made Happy. We feel a fecret 
Pleafure in prote£ling a Flower from a Wind or a Froft, 
or faving the Lile of a poor irrational Creature. There 
is a Compaffion, which perceives an inward Joy and 
SatisfaQion in helping the Weak, and raifing up the Sick 
from the Bed of Death. What inward Pleaftre and 
Contentment pf Miild did PW^fr> Daughter ftfel, 
when fte ftv^ecj the CWW Mo/es from fb^ Dangers of 
the River ? The very Pleafure of having laved him, 
engaged hef AifeQions, and made her' love him os her 
own Son. And if ftving 9 fingle Child was a great 
Satisfaflion, altho* it were refervcd to 3II the Mileries 
of this World, whtre Tribulation and Diftrefs, where 
Famine or the Sword might render Lite wretched and 
uncomfortabie ; Hovr much greater Piea%e muft it be> 
to confer on Multitudes all the Joys of an everlafling 
Happinels, which can never be interrupted by any future 
Grief or Anguifh. This muft certainly very much en- 
creale our own Blifs. . For what Joy muft it be to us 
to appear in Heaven before a kind and gracious Judge, 
and to lead forth thole whom we have laved, and to 
lay to Chrift, in his own Words, Jhe/e are they whom 
thou haji given me^ and not one of them is perifhed ! 

This muft be a State of endlels Joy and Glory 5 
therefore if we are Prudent, let us take Heed unto 
our felves •, if we are Learned, iet m take Heed unto 
!9ur Polfrine 3 if we are Steady, let «r continue in 
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ibentyind if wewou'd be happy now ahd hereafter, let 
us endeavour tofave ourf elves, and them that hear us r 
So that in the Great Day ot Retribution Chrift may 
reward both us and tho& that have often heard us, 
in thefe moft gracious and comfortable Words, Come 
ye good and faithful fervants, come ye blejfed of my R^ 
iher^ inherit the Kingdom prepared for you from the 
beginning of the World, 
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nouTojGod^ and the Edification and Well-being

To the Bight Reverend Father in God,
